Dilworth Introduces 
Tramway Measure 


Revised Bill to Create Palm Springs 


Winter Park Authority Presented This 


Week; Support of Measure Is Pledged 


Action on the Palm Springs Aerial Tramway 
was speeded this week with introduction of the re­ 
vised tramway bill in the assembly Tuesday of this 
week by Assemblyman Nelson Dilworth of Hemet. 
Dilworth’s action followed unanimous action of 
Riverside county supervisors Monday in endorsing 
the measure and strongly urging its support. The 
bill is entitled “an act creating the Palm Springs 
Winter Park authority and prescribing the powers 
and duties thereof.” 


The measure was referred to 
the governm ental efficiency and 
economy committee of the assem ­ 
bly. 


LONGEST IN WORLD 


U nder the provisions of the 
m easure, a $3.000,000 aerial tra m ­ 
way, the longest and most spec­ 
tacular passenger service of its 
kind, will be erected as a p o st­ 
w ar project. The A uthority w ould 
be empowered to issue revenue 
bonds for the project. 
Mesages urging passage of the 
m easure are already going to A s­ 
sem blym an Dilworth in S acra­ 
mento and the bill seems d estin­ 
ed to have smooth sailing this 
time. Another tram bill, passed 
two years ago, was vetoed by 
Gov. C. L. Olson w hen a d iffer­ 
ence of opinion over its provis­ 
ions arose.

Highly Interesting Story of Amazon 


Country Told Lions Club by CpI. Simms 


Corporal Ashley Simms, connected with Torney General Hospi­ 
tal, gave members of the Palm Springs Lions club a new concep­ 
tion of a little known country, half as large as the United Stales 
and rich beyond imagination in natural resources—the Amazon 
country which stretches from headwaters 100 miles from the Pacific 
ocean, across the South American continent to empty into the A t­ 
lantic, 4000 miles away. 


Russia, he said, has practically 
elim inated the frontier in Siberia, 
the w ar is taking the m ystery out 
of Africa, in A ustralia, the fron­ 
tier has been pushed back to 
w here it is w orth nothing to go 
on. B ut the Amazon country has 
been barely touched and offers 
the w orld’s last frontier. 


TREMENDOUS REWARDS 


The rew ards, when once nature 
and the jungle is conquered, will 
be trem endous, C orporal Simms 
said. 
H e described the history of the 
Amazon and its discovery in 1500 
when explorers found them selves 
sailing in fresh w ater although 
no land was in sight. In 1540 the 
rem nants of an ill-fated expedi­ 
tion. which had started up from 
the Pacific coast, across the An­ 
des. set sail on a raft on a branch 
of th e Amazon and m any months 
later em erged at the m outh on 
the A tlantic coast after a 4,000- 
mile trip. It w as on this trip that 
a priest, with the crew, w rote of 
battles with the Indians and re­ 
m arked that their women "fought 
like Amazons.” Three hundred 
years later, this name w as given 
to the river. 


DROP IS SLIGHT 


The Amazon, Corporal Simms 
said, is five tim es larger than the 
Mississippi. 
H undreds of miles 
from its A tlantic m outh and rel­ 
atively close to the Pacific, it 
could float an ocean-going steam ­ 
ship. In 2400 m iles it drops but 
400 feet and as a result its flow is 
sluggish, not more th an three 
miles an hour. There are no falls 
on the Amazon, itself, but there 
are m any rapids on the trib u tar­ 
ies. 
O ne of the reasons the Amazon 
country has rem ained undevelop­ 
ed is because, most of the South 
A m erican 
nations 
are 
looking 
seaw ard instead of to th e interior. 
A nother is the vast job of bat­ 
tling the jungle. He said there are 
only tw o seasons there— w et and 
w etter. W hile the therm om eter 
seldo m topps 100, it is extrem ely 
hum id. Many diseases abound as 
a result. 


DESCRIBES RUBBER 


Corporal Sim m s spoke of the 
ru b b er resources of the Amazon. 
H e indicated m ost people had a 
false idea of it and declared that 
a t its peak year, the ru b b er out­ 


put was barely one-tenth of w hat 
the United States needs this year 
alone. He spoke of m iracle cities 
in the jungles and told m any 
odd and interesting stories of the 
Amazon. 
Corporal Simms paid an in ter­ 
esting tribute to aviation in the 
course of his talk. He said that 
prior to comm ercial air lines, to­ 
bacco on the eastern slope of the 
Andes w as sent down the A m a­ 
zon 4000 m iles to th e A tlantic, 
shipped to Liverpool, thence to 
New York and then by steam er 
around th e horn to the Pacific 
coast of Peru, a journey of sev­ 
eral months. Now airplanes take 
sim ilar cargos to the same destin­ 
ation in an hour's time. 
Dr. E. E. Oertel, principal of 
Palm Springs high school, was 
chairm an of th e day and P resi­ 
dent Clarence Hyde presided.

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Point Values on Frozen Vegetables and 


Fruits and on All Rationed Soups, Cut 
Sharply by OPA to Help in Moving Stock 


Point values of all frozen fruits and vegetables, and of all ra­ 
tioned soups—canned, bottled, dried and dehydrated were reduced 
sarply at midnight Thursday. At the same time blackeyed peas 
(sometimes known as blackeyed beans or cow peas) were 
ration- 
free/' and may now be bought and sold without exchanging 
points. 
Point values of frozen foods* 
were cut more sharply in the 
commercial container sizes (2 to 
10 pounds) than in the smaller 
domestic sizes, a move designated 
to restore a more normal flow of 
such products to hotels, restaur­ 
ants, hospitals and other large 
users. Housewives as well as in­ 
stitutional users may purchase

POINT VALUES 


The new and old point values 
of popular domestic container 
sizes for typical items in this 
group follow:— 
Frozen fruits of all kinds—(16 
oz.) old 13, new. 6; Baked beans, 
(16-oz.) old 8, new 4; Peas and all 
other frozen vegetables, (12-oz.), 
old 10, new 4. 


The point value of all canned 
and 
bottled soups is reduced 
from 8 points a pound to 6 points 
—except for tomato soup, which 
is cut in half to 4 points a pound. 
The basic point value is the same 
for both household and commer­ 
cial container sizes. 


DRIED SOUPS CUT 


The point value of dried and 
dehydrated soups is cut in half 
and the number of weight classi­ 
fications reduced from eight to 
four, with the point values:— 
Less than 4 oz., 1; over 4 oz. but

The same set of conditions that 
h^s prompted previous reductions 
in point values is responsible for 
the latest cuts—slow sales, and, 
particularly in the case of dehy­ 
drated soups; the danger of spoil­ 
age with the approach of warm 
weather. 
The commercial container sizes 
of frozen foods have not been 
selling in normal volume and 
supplies of these items have been 
“backing up” in trade channels. 
As a result, considerable storage 
space in some areas is now filled 
with last year’s frozen foods .pack, 
and OPA is eager to move it out 
in order to make way for this 
year's pack.

Must File Menus 


With Price Board 


Owners 
of 
restaurants 
and 
other eating and drinking estab­ 
lishments in Palm Springs and 
this area were reminded today by 
William A. Lippman of the local 
Price and Rationing Board to file 
immediately 
copies 
of 
every 
menu or price list in use during 
the period April 4 to April 10. 
“If you own or operate a res­ 
taurant, hotel, cafe, dining car, 
bar, delicatessen, soda fountain, 
catering business or any other 
eating or drinking place,” stated 
Mr. Lippman, “it is your direct 
responsibility to file these lists 
with your local board.” 


REQUIREMENTS SIMPLE 


The filing requirements are 
very simple. A menu, bill of fare, 
or price list for all meals served 
during the period of April 4 to 
April '10 must be signed and filed 
with the War Price and Ration­ 
ing Board not later than May 1. 
A copy of each menu or price 
list is to be retained by the es­ 
tablishment. If the menus do not 
show all the food items, meals or 
beverages offered during the spe­ 
cified period, a supplementary 
price list must be prepared and 
submitted. 


MUST MAKE LIST 


“In the event that eating and 
drinking establishments do not 
use menus,” continued Lippman. 
“A price list containing every 
food item, meal and beverage of­ 
fered during the seven day period 
must be prepared and submitted 
to the War Price and Rationing 
Board before May 1. 
A filing of menus or prices of 
foods served during the seven 
day period from April 4 to April 
10 is the first step of an OPA or­ 
der designed to bring under price 
control the costs of "eating out.”
